MANILA, Oct. 18.—Gen. Otis 
ceived messages purporting to 
the insurgent General, Pio de! 
fering to sell out his army and to deliver 
Aguinaldo into the hands of the Americans. 
Although he is not satisfied that this offer 
is authentic, it is not intrinsically improb- 
able. The policy of Gen. Otis is firmly set 
against buying any surrenders. 

Pio del Pilar offers for the sum of $50.- 
000 to refrain from attacking Manila with 

-his army; for the sum of $29,000 he offers 
to surrender his army after a sham battle, 
both sides firing into the air, and for the 
sum of $300,000 he says he will procure the 
overthrow of the insurrection and the cap- 
ture of Aguinaldo, P and the other 
leaders. In the course of the communica- 
tion he refers to Aguinaldo in contempt- 
uous terms, indicating that strained 
tions exist between them. 

Reports are being received from the dis- 
tricts occupled by the enemy, that the 
Filipinos believe that Pio del Pilar has an 
audacious plan to break through the Amer- 
ican lines into Manila and seize Gen. Otis 
andthe archbishop. Possibly these ru- 
mors were started with an idéa of helping 
him to make a deal with the Americans.

Gen. Pio del Pilar is reckoned one of the 
ablest chieftains of the Filipino army, a 
£oed military man and shrewdin matters of 
diplomacy. Admiral Dewey, Gen. Merritt 
and others have spoken of him as the most 
brilllant of Aguinaldo’s lieutenants. 

Ten former Spanish soldiers, 
captured by the Filipinos and 
acted officers and members of a

HER ACCOMMODATING HUSBAND 
SUES FOR DIVORCE,

Discovery That There Was No Salt 
Water Bathing in St. Louis 
Filled Her Cup of Woe 
to Overflowing. 


The bride of two weeks of George Bap- 
tiste, the champion heavyweight wrestler 
of Missouri, disappeared from their home, 
3809 Finney avenuc, Wednesday morning. 

This is the sequel to a peculiar divorce 
suit, filed late Tuesday afternoon, by Bap- 
tiste, the papers in which were served on 
Mrs. Baptiste just before she left home 
Wednesday. Incompatibility is the allega- 
tion in Baptiste’s petition. Homesickness 
on the part of the voung woman was stated 
to be the cause of al! the trouble. 

Baptiste met Miss Nellie Kyle at Milford, 
Conn., a pretty little seacoast town, three 
years ago. The young woman lived there 
with. her widowed mother and Baptiste 
made his home at their house during his 
summer visits to the resort. 

Last summer he proposed and was ac- 
cepted. Two weeks ago they were mar- 
ried at Mrs. Kyle's residence. They came 
to St. Louis at once and secured apart- 
ments at Mrs. Cole’s rooming house at 389 
Kinney avenue. But Mrs. Baptiste longed 
for her sea-gir: home, 1400 miles away, 
and the longing became so great that she 
announced her intention of going back to 
Milford. Her husband was unable to dis- | 
suade her. He threatened to sue fora di- 
vorce and she said he might do so if he 
wished. 

The filing of the suit followed. 

Wednesday morning Mrs. Cole went to 
the apartments of the Baptistes. She found 
the doors ajar and the rooms empty. All 
of Mrs. Baptiste’s belongings had been 
taken away. 

Both Mrs Cole and Mr. Baptiste believe 
the young wife has gone back to her home 
in Connecticut, but she did: not bid either 
of them farewell. 

George Baptiste said 
patch Wednesday: 

‘IT did all in my power to make my wife 
happy, but it was no use. Apparently she 
had not realized what it would mean for 
her to leave her relatives in the East and 
come to an iniand city, 1400 miles away. 
Almost the first question she asked when 
we reached here was whether we would 
not have salt water bathing in St. Louis in 
the summer. 

“When I told her the only salt water we 
could get here would be a bucket of water 
with a package of salt dissolved in it, she 
seemed greatly depressed. That longing for 
the sea never left hey while she was here. 
She wanted me to give up my business here 
and go back East with her, but that was 
impossible. I told her Ll would take her to 
Milford every summer, but that did not 
satisfy her She almost cried for a sight 
of the sea. There was no other difference.

She refused to go out with me or meet my 
people. I believe she left for the East this 
morning.”’

The Queen in a Special Message Orders Out

IT IS A HINT TO THE WORLD 
TO KEEP HANDS OFF IN AFRICA. 


Report That the White Flag Has Been Raised at Mafe- 
king—Conflicting News From the Transvaal—

LONDON, Oct. 18.—In the House of 
Commons to-day, the First Lord of the 
Treasury and Government leader, Ar- 
thur J. Balfour, brought in the following 
message from the Queen : 

“The state of affairs in Africa having 
constituted, in the opinion of Her Maj- 
esty, a case of ‘emergency within the 
meaning of the act of Parliament, Her 
Majesty deems it proper to provide ad- 
ditional means for military service. She 
has, therefore, thought it right to com- 
municate to the House that Her Majesty 
is, by proclamation, about to order the 
embodiment of the militia and to call out 
the militia reserve force, or such part 
thereof, as Her Majesty may think neces- 
sary, for permanent service. 

The calling out of the militia and the 
military reserves has occasioned wide- 
spread wonderment. Old stories of prep- 
arations against continental combinations 
are revived. It is freely rumored that the 
Government is determined to demonstrate 
to Europe: that the British army is not 
a negligible quantity. 

Probably both the attitude of Europe 
and that of the natives in ‘South Africa 
have something to do with this move- 
ment; and the lavish display of force is 
intended, doubtless, ndét only to check the 
ill will apparent on both sides of the 
Rhine and beyond the River Vistula, that 
is to say in Russia, but also to guard 
against the “black peril” in South Africa. 

According to the statistics published 
this year, the militia, including the per- 
manent staff and the militia reserve, num- 
bers 182,493. 

It is not believed that the militia are 
to be sent to South Africa. Presumably 
they will replenish the denuded British 
garrison towns and thus permit the Gov- 
ernment to send to the Cape all the regu- 
lars rendered necessary by developments 
in South Africa. 

A supplementary army estimate has 
been issued asking the House of Com- 
mons to vote an additional 35,000 men and 
£10.000,000 é6terling ($50,000,000) in con- 
sequence of the situation in South Africa, 

It is explained that the 35,000 men rep- 
resent the probable maximum excess be- 
yond the establishment fixed for 1899- 
1900. and is in consequence of the calling 
out of the reserves and of the temporary 
transfer of troops from the Indian to the 
British establishment. With the additional 
'£10.000,000, the total army estimates are 
| £30,617, 200, over $151 $150,000,000.

Mere British Army Officers 
in the City. 


Representatives of the British Army were 
busy inspecting mules at the National 
Stockyards, in East St. Louis, Wednesday 
merning. 

At the sale stables of Maxwell, Crouch 
& Co. Majer J. Flint and Lieut. G. Conder 
examined seyeral hundred mules. About 40 
ber cent were rejected. 

Major Flint and Lieut. Conder are expert 
judges of live stock and can tell an ani- 
mai’s condition at a glance. Both will 
leave for the Transvaal in a few weeks. 
The mules are being shipped to the South 
African Republic as fast as the inspection 
is completed. About 8&0 were forwarded 
from St. Louis Tuesday morning. 

A total ef 2000 mules have been bought 
here for Her Majesty’s army. The average 
price is $70, so that the total sales represent 
an expenditure of $140,000. 

Major Flint has charge of the measure- 
ments. If a mule did not come up to the 
required standard, he at once ordered it 
rejected. 

After passing his examination the veteri- 
nary Heutenant would have him trotted up 
and down the arena several times. Then 
he wauld examine h'‘s teeth and call out 
one ase and other facts to the recording 
Cierk, 

Lieut. Conder stated to the Post-iDspatch 
that more mules—almost twice as many— 
had been purchased in St. Louis than in 
any part of the United States. 

“We did some buying in Kansas City 
and Texas, but we find there is a better 
grade of mules here,” he said. ‘We hope 
to send 10 mules to the Transvaal] to- 
morrow. That will about complete our 
Work here.. 

“We do not pay for the mules until they 
are put on the car, and any accident that 
may happen to them between now and that 
time is charged to the sales stables. 

“T have been engaged in this business 10 
years, and my experience has taught me 
that we must be mere careful handling 
and passing on live stock than in dealing 
with regular soidiers. About 10 per cent 
die on our hand, as a rule, but where 
great precaution is not exercised the per- 
centage is much higher, 

“lt leave for Montezuma on Oct. ® and 
will take personal charge of the live stock 
shipments at that point. 

“There will be, I expect, fully 10,000 mules 
for our forces In the Transvaal. 

“It takes 24 days for a shipment to reach 
Seuth Africa, so that the first supply has 
not yet arrived

“We are in communication now with out

PARIS, Mo., Oct. 18.—The State «vill rest 
its case in the preliminary hearing of 
Alexander Jester, charged with the murder 
of Gilbert Gates, to-day. It hes used in 
all fifty-two witnesses living in five differ- 
ent States. To-day its theory of the mur- 
der was finished up and rounded out oy 
the testimony of a number of witnesses 
from this county. 

The testimony given to-day substantiates 
the evidence of yesterday. William Kelly 
of Perry, Mo., formerly of Middle Grove, 
testified that on the morning of the al- 
leged murder, he was traveling along the 
road from Middle Grove and came upon 
a man and two teams, standing in the road. 
The man, as he approached, jumped out 
of the rear wagon, tied the team to the 
front wagon and drove off. Mr. Kelly fol- 
lowed as far as the Hulen lane and saw 
crimson spots scattered all along the road 
in the snow. 

The State’s contention wfil be that Jes- 
ter murdered Gates at this particular time, 
in broad daylight, in the main road, and 
had finished the job just before Kelly came 
upon him, 

Mr. Cullen says the theory is absurd, It 
is not probable that the defense will intro- 
duse any witnesses. 

The grandjury meets next week. . Mrs. 
Josephine Clark gave the most damaging 
testimony of the trial against the accused 
and no cross-examination could shake her. 
She saw the dead body of Gilbert Gates:-ly- 
ing in the wagon, as it passed her home, 
near Middle Grove. A gust of wind blew 
up the curtain and displayed the ghastly 
spectacle. Joseph Jolly testified that he 
saw Jester, the team and noticed the buf- 
falo calf. E. M. Wetmore, who kept the 
livery barn at Paris, where Jester stopped 
over night, testified as to his peculiar action 
and his guarding of the wagons, permitting 
no one to look into them. He slept in one 
of them in the barn all during the cold 
night. 

Jester confessed the murder 
to Joe Livesay of Monroe County. Livesay 
testified this afternoon that Jester con- 
fessed to him in the Paris jail, stating that 
he had cut Gates’ throat with a dirk knife 
and secreted the body near Middle Grove. 
Livesay was the State’s last witness.

Bryan Advises Kentuckians 
How to Cast Their Votes. 


HE SPEAKS IN MANY CITIES. 


URGES THE NECESSITY OF THE 
ELECTION OF GOEBEL. 


Scores the Bolting Democrats Who 
Claim That They Are Working 
in the Interest of Bryan’s 
Candidacy. 


From a Post-Dispatch Staff Correspondent. 

HARRODSBURG, Ky., Oct. 18.~William 
J. Bryan addressed a large crowd here. At 
the outset he said he had seen it stated that 
the election of Goebel avould mean a defeat 
to free silver. If he thought so he would 
not be in Kentucky. 

Mr. Bryan speaks at Harrodsburg, She!- 
byville, Louisville, Sanders and Covington 
to-day. 

The latter city.is the home of Candidate 
Goebel and the late home of ex-Secretary 
Carlisle, who has exposed Goebel’s alleged 
treachery to him. No disturbance there is 
anticipated, however, though Goebel’s oppo- 
hents are very bitter. 

The second day of Bryan's swing through 
the Blue Grass State was not as auspicious 


as the first. Both Mr. Bryan and Mr. 
Goebel were approaching more hostile 
ground, They had the pleasure of read- 
ing an editorial in Col. W. Cc. P. Breck- 
inridge’s Lexington Herald, stating that 
Mr. Bryan came to Lexington three years 
ago as the honored guest of the city and 
~i@ Champion of all free silver Democrats, 
fut now he came as the adherent of Mr. 
Goebel, and therefore as the enemy of those 
who were once his warmest supporters 
This was a fair sample of many of to-day's 
comment upon his invasion and the es- 
pousal of Mr. Goebel’s cause. 

Ieven the weather was unpropitious, the 
rain pouring all day long. 

jryan and Goebel spoke in Frankfort, 
Versailles, Blackburn's home, and then at 
Lexingion, where there was a good crowd, 
despite the weather. 

Then they spoke at Mount Sterling, Rich- 
mond, Stanford and Junction City, at all of 
which points they were received by large 
crowds, despite the/rain. 

At Lexington Judge Morton introduced 
Mr. Bryan as the man “‘who came with a 
message of warning and advice to the Dem- 
ecracy of the State and nation,’’ to which 
Mr. Bryan replied: ‘‘I have no authority to 
give you advice. I have no desire to urge 
upon you action that your conscience and 
judgment do not justify. Iam nothing but 
a private citizen. Probably Il am mofe lib- 
eral in my views on the subject of the 
right to bolt than some are. 

‘Tl recognize the right of any man to vote 
as he pleases, and I have never yet con- 
demned a man who made his vote represent 
his conscience and his judgment, no mat- 
ter where that vote was placed. If in this 
campaign a Democrat believes that he can 
serve Democracy best by voting for a Re- 
publican Governor, I want him to do it. 

‘TI don't believe, however, that thaf is the 
best way to advance the principles of 
Democracy. I do not believe that in a 
great contest like this you can afford to 
withdraw your support from the Demo- 
@atic ticket. 

‘T would not deserve your confidence if I 
_gstayed in Nebraska and allowed bBolting 
Democrats to play on my name. If bolt- 
ing Democrats want to vote for Republic- 
ans or for a Democrat put up in opposition 
to the regular nominee of the party, let 
them do it, but let them come out boldly 
and state their real object and not claim 
they are doing it to save me. 

“IT know something about bolters. There 
were some in 189. (Laughter.) Only the 
bolters of 1896 sa.d they bolted because of 
4 pare gre and a bolt against a principle is 

igher than a vote against a person. I re- 
gard a principle as infinitely more import- 
ant than a person. 

‘“‘What did the bolter do in 1896? He helped 
to elect. the President, and everything that 
the RepuBlican party has done that holter 
who helped to elect him is responsible for. 

‘Your Governor signs the credentials of 
the electors who répresent thé people of 
this State in the Electoral College and 
sometimes the election is close. It was close 
in 1896, if I am not mistaken. (Laughter.) I 
have my 6uspicion that it was closer on 
the count than it was on the vote. (Laugh- 
ter and applause.) 

“IT have heard it said that Gen. Hardin 
was defeated in 1895 because a great many 
men who had a right to vote did not put 
their vdtes into the ballot box, and I have 
a suspicion that we lost Kentucky in 1896 
because a great many votes were put into 
the ballot box that had no individuals en- 
titled to vote behind them. 

“TIT know that the contest in which we 
were engaged was a great contest—a con- 
test where victory was so important to the 
great aggregations of wealth that they con- 
tributed to a competes fund the most mag-, 
nificent ever used in any campaign in the 
United States. : 

“Victory was so important to them that 
they raised a fund which, I think, I may 
safely say was larger than all the cam- 
paign funds used by the Republican party 
from the day that Fremont ran to the day 
when Hanna took charge of the organiza- 
‘tion. re 

‘Men who feel that victory is so import- 
ant to them financially will bring to bear 
all the influence they can to control the 
action of the people, and I am afraid that 
in a very close place they might be able to 
manufacture votes if necessary. (Ap- 
plause.) 

“When such pressure is brought to bear 
upon those who stand in authority, I would 
rather have a Democratic Governor to cer- 


and confidence thus expressed, but, my 
friends, I would be unworthy of the con- 
fidence expressed by those bolting Dem 
crats if 1 did not place the principle in- 
volved above a personal compliment. (Ap- 
plause.) 

“I have a righf to believe that the Demo- 
crats in this State will vote in 1900 for any 
Democrat they please; that they will want 
a Democrat who is true to the principles in 
which they believe, and one who can ad- 
vance the cause to which they are wedded. 

“If I am that man I shall be entitled to 
a vote, but I would not deserve your con- 
fidence if I should stay in Nebraska and 
aid the bolting Democrats to elect a Re- 
publican Governor in Kentucky. 

‘I am interested in the triumph of those 
principles. I have talked for them before 
they were written in the Chicago platform. 
In this very building, in June or July, 1895, 
a year before there was a Chicago plat- 
form, I stood upon this floor and defended 
the free and unlimited coinage of gold and 
silver at the ratio of 16 to 1. (Applause.) I 
stand to-day where I stood then.” (AD- 
plause.) 

‘‘I would rather trust the judgement of 
j;such men as Stone and Jones and Wetmore 
and Johnson as to what is best for Democ- 
racy than the judgment of the railroads. 

“The railroads have been in politics be- 
fore. We have them in Nebraska, and Il 
know in 189% neariy every railroad in ethe 
State was hauling men to Canton, O., to 
‘uphold the nation’s financial policy.’ (Ap- 
plauseé.) 

“I am not willing to belleve that they 
are specially interested in the triumph of 
the Chicago platform, which declared in 
favor of arbitration of differences between 
labor and capital and opposed government 
by injunction. 

“TI want to leave you with the suggestion 
that while every citizen has a right to vote 
as he pleases, while every citizen owes it 
to himself. his country and his God to 
vote according to his conscience, yet every 
intelligent citizen is responsible for the 
consequences of his act. 

‘If every candidate on the bolting ticket 
was my brother I would not advise any 
one to vote the ticket and thus aid in the 
election of a ‘Republican Governor.” 

F Richmond, Ky., the crowd rushed in 
on ‘Mr. Bryan, breaking the carriage win- 
dows and insisting upon escorting him 
back to the train. Mr. Bryan spoke thus: 

‘“T believe, my friends, that the Demo- 
crats of any State can afford to lay aside 
their personal preferences and animosities 
in order to join together and announce to 
the people of this Union that on the great 
principles, to which the Democratic party 
is now wedded, the people can be relied 
upon, and that this fall, and next fall, and 
hereafter, the people of Kentucky will 
stand for the Chicago platform, for silver 
as well as gold, at the ratio of 16 to 1; 
stand for. the greenbackKs as against the 
bank notes: stand for a small army as 
against a large army; stand for laws 
annihilate the trust, and stand for a re- 
pwblic as against an empire.’’ (Applause.”’

NEW BISHOP FOR HONDURAS. 
Rt. Rev. Hopkins Will Be Consecrated 
at St. Xavier’s. 

Rt. Rev. Bishop Hopkins, a member of 
the Society of Jesus, who was recently 
raised to the Episcopate of the Catholic 
Church, will be consecrated Nov. 5 at St. 


‘Xavier’s Church. He is the newly elected 
Bishop of British Honduras. 

The ceremony of consecration will take 
place in ‘St. uis because the Jesuits’ 
work in Honduras is under charge of the 
Western province of the order, the head- 
quarters of which are in this city. Rev. 
Fr. Grimmelsman, 8S. J., is the director. 
Consecrations to the Episcopate usually 
take place in a cathedral, but in this case 
the rule will be departed from as a courte- 
sy to the Jesuit order. Archbishop Kain 
will officiate, assisted by two bishops, 
whose names have not been announced. 
A number of Jesuits have gone to Hon- 
duras from the St. Louis house. In fact 
the work of the church in that country 
is confined almost entirely to the order. 
The churches and other religious houses 
belong to the Jesuits, and as St. Louis 
is the headquarters of the Western prov- 
ince, it is natural that this city should 
contribute a large share of the priests to 
Honduras. Rev. Fr. Livingstone, recent- 
ly assistant priest of St. Patrick’s Parish 
in East St. Louis, Will accompany Bish- 
op Hopkins to his new field of labor. Fr. 
Charrapan, S. J., the noted astronomer, 
spent several years there. 

The first Bishop of America—Bishop of 
Maryland he was called—was aw Jesuit. He 
was Bishop Carroll, and he was conse- 
crated in London in 1690. At that time 
the Jesuits were under the ban of the 
Pope and Bishop Carroll lived simply as 
a diocesan priest.

A LIGHTING BILL ENGROSSED. 


Mantle Gas Lamps to Be Used West of 
Jefferson Avenue. 

The lighting bill was sent to engrossment 
by the City Council at the meeting Tues- 
day night by a vote of 11 to 2.

AUTHORITIES CRITICISE HIS RE- 
CENT OPERATIONS. 


MOVEMENTS WITHOUT PURPOSE 


Marching on Towns That He Has No 
Intention to Hold After 
Capture. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 18.—The authorities 
have very generally deprecated the action 
of Gen. Otis in directing the movement of 
Gen. Schwan to the south of Manila and 
Gen. Lawton to the north, when it is very 
well ‘understood that the climatic condi- 
tions are not suth as to permit eatisfac- 
tory campaigning. 

It is apparent from Gen. Otis’ official dis- 
patch that he never had any serious inten- 


tion of directing the occupation of terri- 
tory south of Manila, though it was the 
understanding of the officials that such oc- 
cupation would occur in the important 
towns captured in the north. The purpose 
of the movement under the command of 
Gen, Schwan, as explained by Gen. Otis, 
Was to disintegrate ‘the insurgent forces 
and destroy their stores. The blockade of 
ports under control of insurgents is said 
to be in accordance with the instructions 
given by the President. Reports received 
from Rear Admiral Watson show that both 
rice and hemp have appreciated in value 
more than 300 per cent. 

Surgeon-General Sternberg says that so 
far as he is informed the hospital accom- 
modations are sufficient, but the establish- 
ment of hespitals is a matter in the hands 
of Gen. Otis and the Chief Surgeon of the 
department. In any event, he has sent 
ample medical supplies and medical at- 
tendants to the Philippines for the needs 
of the troops as well as their prospective 
needs in the coming campaign. 


LAWTON IS READY. 


With 2000 Men He Will Begin a 
March Northward. 

NEW YoRK, Oct. 18:—A dispatch from 
Arayat, Luzon, via Manila, says: 

Gen. Lawton is ready to begin his north- 
ern movement on the railroad around the 
right of Gen. MacArthur’s column. He will 
have about 2000 effective fighting men, con- 
sisting of the Twenty-fourth, two battalions 
of the Twenty-second, a Company of the 
Thirty-seventh, 200 friendly Masabebes 
scouts, 00 of the Fourth Cavalry mounted 
and 100 dismounted. 

It will be necessary to recapture San 
Isidro, Which we held last May, and to es: 
tablish a base of supplies. The Rio Grande 
is being used as a supp.y line from Calum- 
pit, but the river is falling rapidly, and it 
is doubtful, unless rain comes, whether all 
supplies can be forwarded by water. 

ivegrets are expressed at the front that 
this movement was not made during the 
heavy rainfall. At present wagon, horse 
and mule transportation is able to fill only 
a small portion of the requisitions. The 
dropping of 300 mules on the steamer Siam 
is a serious loss now. 

An escaped Spanish prisoner says the 
Filipino officers are circulating a report 
among their discouraged soldiers that un- 
less the Americnas conquer them within a 
month President McKinley will give them 
Independence and withdraw the American 
troops as well 

The insurgent position at Bambanga, four 
miles north of Gen, MaoeArthur’s position, 
is a strongly intrenched garrison, and a 
great battle will be fought at Tarlac. where 
it is said 16,000 insurgent troops and much 
artillery are concenterated. 


MOVEMENTS WITHOUT AIM. 


Military Men at Manila Do Not Com- 
prehend Otis’ Strategy. 
MANILA, via Hong Kong, Oct. 18.—Re- 
cent military operations on Porac, to the 
north, and on San Francisco and Mala- 
bon to the south, which were planned in 
Gen. Otis’ office in Manila, contemplated 
only expeditions against the enemy and 
immediate withdrawal from these regions. 
These operations were severely criticised 
by military men generally, as the territory 
abandoned by the Americans was imme- 
diately reoccunied by the insurgents. The 
futility of such maneuvers is discouraging. 
Soldiers and officers alike fee! that their 
lives are being sacrificed without accom- 

piishing resuits. 

Our losses are heavy when compared 
with the advantages gained. Sound mili- 
tary men say the territory must be held 
by garrisoning the principal ports and in- 
terior towns. 

The blockaded ports are filled with im- 
mense quantities of hemp. Fore'tgn buyers 
and shippers claim that the market and the 
people are. being ruined, and the peaceful 
people are starved through the shortage in 
rice, caused by the failure of the Amert- 
cans to occupy and control these ports. 

The medical department is outraged be- 
cause Gen. Otis fails to recognize through 
misrepresentations the dire need of more 
medical officers, nurses and hospital room.

NINETEEN INSURANCE COMPA- 
NIES PLEADED GUILTY. 


NINETEEN FILED DEMURRERS. 


Supreme Court Clearing the Docket of 
Corporations Cited Under. the 
Anti-Trust Law. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Oct. 18.—Nine- 
teen of the 38 insurance companies against 
whom Attorney-General Crow instituted 
quo warranto proceedings to annul their 
charters for viojating the State anti-trust 
law, having pleaded guiity to being mem- 
bers of the Underwriters’ Social Club of 
St. Joseph, the Supreme Court in banc this 
morning fined these companies $1000 each 
for such violation. This is the same order 
as the court entered against the first 73 
companies. 

The court will fix a limit to this order, 
probabiy giving these companies 30 days in 
which to pay the fine, and if they fail to 
comply within that time a writ of ouster 
will be issued at once against them. The 
companies fined this morning are as fol- 
OWS: American F.re, Baitimore; Armenia, 
Pittsburg; American, Boston; Buffaio Cv.m- 
mercia., Buffalo; Citizens’, ‘Pittsburg; Buf- 
faio-German, Buffalo; Connecticut Fire, 
‘iartford; Continental, New York; Dela- 
ware, Philade'phia; Eagle Fire, New York; 
t“iremen’s. faitimore; ‘Greenwich, New 
york; German Fire, Pittsburg; Insurance 
Company of State of New York, New 
York; Mercanti.e Fire and Marine, Boston; 
Mechanics’, Philadelphia; Reliance, Phila- 
ielphia; Spring Garden, Phiiadelphia, and 
[ nited States Fire of New York. 

This leaves 19 cases to be disposed of yet, 
Six of which, the American Fire of Balti- 
more, broadway of New York, Farra- 
gut Fire of New. York, Globe Fire of New 
york, Manufacturers and Mechanics’ of 
I ittsburg and Merchants and Manufactur- 
ers’ Fire of Baltimore, have left the State 
and will file no pleadings. These com- 
panies have made a general denial of and 
demurrer to the information filed against 
them, and the Attorney-General has asked 
the court to appoint a commissioner to 
take testimoay in their cases. The court 
will appoint this commissioner’ within a 
few days and complete information in the 
cases will be furnished the court. 

Attorney Given Campbell of St. Louis, 
for the American Fire of New York, 
the Insurance Company of the State-* of 
NeW York and German of Pittsburg, was 
granted ieave by the court to withdraw the 
returns and answers ,previously filed by 
these three companies, and then’ filed for 
ihem a demurrer to the information against 
them, from which the court. will make its 
judgment after the commissioner has 
submitted his testimony. 

Mr. Campbell also represents the Ameri- 
can Central of St. Louis, and announced to 
the court the pleadings of this company 
were not quite ready, but would be filed 
soon. Nothing further was done in this 
case. The commissioner will take testi- 
mony of this case as in the others.

and continue to do business in Missouri, as 
they pleaded guilty to the charges and

How to Prepare For 


From the New York Press. 
HIS is a trick that -has bewildered 


many a. magician’s audience. It is 
known sometimes as the magte die, 
When well performed it is mystifying to 
the onlooker who knows nothing about 
it, yet it is so simple that almost any 


boy with deft fingers can learn to do it 
with ease. 

The properties needed are first, a cube 
of wood painted black, with white spots 
on each of the six sides arranged exactly 
as spots are arranged on regular dice, 
though the block should be at feast two 
inches in size for your conventlence and s0 
that the audience can see the trick piain- 
ly. The next property is a tin box of 
‘cover,’ which will fit closely over the’ die, 
but not teo snugly, to be slipped on and 
off with ease. This cover is Known as 
the ‘‘faise die.”’ It has five sides only. 

It should be painted a dead black inside 
and out, and each of the five sides should 
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have white spots to correspond with the 
spots on the re@i die. Naturally it should 
be a shade larger than the die itself, but 
the two should be near enough in size 80 
that, placed side by side, one could not_be 
told from the other at a little distance. The 
third ‘“‘property’’ is another tin box or 
cover, just enough larger than the “false 
die” to slip over it easily. It shoukd be 
painted a dead black inside and out and 
should have no spots at all painted on it. 
The fourth property is that magician’s 
stock standby, a hat; it, of course, is to be 
borrowed from the audience. There should 
also be two small stands or tables, though 
one will do. For doing the trick you show 
the solid die and the plain black cover 
to the audience, but they must not be 
allowed to know anything about the false 
lie. 

The trick is to seem to cover the solid 
die with the plain cover and then by some 
sort of hocus pocus to transfer the ¢@ie 
from the cover to the hat without touching 
cover, die or hat. 

Your first operation will be to pass the die 
around so that every one in the audience 
can examine it. Meanwhile you hold the 
cover. with the false die inside, in one of 
your hands. Next borrow the hat and get 
the solid die back from the audience. You 
then place the hat, with the opening up- 
ward, on one of the tabdles, and, standing 
behind the table, show the cover to the au- 
dience and explain the trick, placing the 
die inside the cover which you hold in plain 
view of all as you do so. You may make

DIRECTORS AT LOGGERHEADS. 


NEW SCHOOL PROPOSED FOR ELM- 
WooD. 


Prof. Richmond’s Ruling Aroused the 
Ire of Mayor Bernhardt Fischer, 
Who Will Start a Rival 
Institution. 


The ruling of a schoo] in St. Louis County 
that the male pupils must always appear 
for rolicall in the morning with their shoes 
freshiy shined precipitated a fight between 
the two ptincipal towns of the district 
that has resulted in the establishment of 
two separaie schools. 

The controversy, which for a time be- 
came so heated as to threaten serious 
trouble, was between Eimwood and Riten- 
our Hill, two small suburban villages. 
The school of the district has for some time 
past been located at Ritenour. The teacher 
is Prof. J. J. Richmond who, from associa- 
tion, has acquired the customs of teachers 
of metropolitan schools, and who is tidy 
and precise in his dress. In fact, when he 
first went to the school district from some 
big city, where he had been teaching, many 
of the old- time farmers of St. Louis County, 
it is said, frowned on his spotiess linen and 
said he was not the kind of teacher needed 
in the Ritenour district. 

Prof. Richmond soon began to require 
his pupils to eenulate his example as to 
personal appearance. This was distasteful 
to many, but it was noticed that there 
was a decided improvement in the appear- 
ance of the attendants at the Ritenour 
School. After a while it became known as 
the “‘dude school’”’ of St. Louis County. Ev- 
erything went very well until the order 
was made that the boys must not appear in 
school without their shoes being shined. 

Elmwood is nearly four miles away from 
Ritenour, where the school is located and 

most of the p'ipils are compelled to walk. 
The weather of late has been such as to 
create considerable mud along the route, 
and often when the Elmwood boys would 
appear in schoo] their feet were a “‘sight.’ 
Their shoes would be completely covered 
with mud, and sometines the legs of gheir 
trousers were in little better condftion 
These boys ever failed to pass inspection 
and they became objects of ridicule to the 

“dude” pupils of Ritenour, who had been 
taught by their teacher yo enneer “clean- 
liness next to godliness.’ 

Now in Elmwood there lives old Bern- 
hardt Fischer, with a great lot of money 
and old fashioned ideas. He is a landmar 
in Eimwood and people there call him 
Mayor. Fischer wears boots and in them 
he sticks his trousers. Often he Wears a 
pair of boots until it is time to-lay them 
aside without ever having them shined. He 
never did take to the shoe-shining order 
of the school, and when the controversy 
became serious he immediately espoused 
the cause of the Elmwood pupils. 

Fischer set about to right matters, but 
his efforts were in vain. The order re- 
mained in force and pup: ils were compelled 
to adhere to it strictly. The fight went to 
thé School Ditectors and remained the prin- 
cipal object of discussion for months. Fi- 
nally there was a new election of Directors 
and Mayor Fischer and Elmwood went to 
electionecring in the effort to ha¥e a ma- 
jority of the new board composed of anti- 
shoe-shining Directors... TMhe.shoe-shiners. 
Hes Sat, wen, and the order still remained 
in effe The pupils of Eimwood were stil 
comp tis J to walk four miles to sehool] and 
ap pear there with freshly polis shed shoes 

“It’s an outrage,” satd old Mawor Pern- 
hardt Fisher. ‘and I’ ll be dingswizzled if the 
boys of my town shall put up with it.” 

So he announced that Elmwood should 
have a school of its own; that it would 
be larger and finer’ and would cost more 
than any other school in the district’ and 
that he would build it:himself and foot 
every dollar of the eost. 

That was what old Bernhardt Fiecher 
was doing in Clayton Wetnesday—making 
arrangements for the buildine of the new 
school hovse. He ts looking for a contract- 
or and wants him to begin work at dhde 
on a schoo! building that shall cost $2000. 
The school at at Ritenour only eost $500.

and had saved money, In her trunR Was a 
bank book showing she had $80 on deposit 
in the St. Louis Trest Co. One day Annie 
Blaue was in Miss Yaeger’s room, alone, 
and in a trunk she saw the bank book. 
While looking at it she heard a noise as of 
some one approaching. Without thinking 
What she was about toe do, the girl thrust 
the book into het dreas bosom. hat night 
she looked at the book again. 
possessed: a charm for her. 
represented was doing no one ’

Mcrmonism shall not be preached in St. 
Louis was the edit issued by the Mayor 
Wednesday morning. 

“All churches are alike'to me, but the 
Mormon Church will not do in St Louis,’’ 
declared the Mayor to the Post-Dispatch. 

His Honor gave audience to the Mormon 
elders, now in the city, Tuesday and after 
inquiring into their religious views, in- 
formed them that he would not permit 
their doctrine to be expounded in St. Louis. 
And the Mayor declares she will not aiter 
his ruling. ‘The elders have threatened to 
take their case to a higher authority and 
the Mayor is confidently waiting to be “‘sus- 
tained, as usual,’’ as he puts it. 

Ihe Mormons are quartered at 1502 Wash- 
ington avenue, They came to the city a 
week ago and secured a permit for Eider 
Murray ‘“‘and associates’’ to preach on the 
streets. 

In the course of a short time after this 
permit was issued from the Mayor's office 
a dozen or more elders were preaching on 
the thoroughfares, They were stopped by 
the police and told to secure individual per- 
mits. -Klder Murray called on the Mayor 
for this purpose and was “‘sat upon,” in 
positive terms. 

“These Mormons came to St. Louis to 
make converts—or convicts, whatever you 
call them,”’ began the Mayor, and Theo- 
dore Kalbfeli, central committeeman. who 
Was in the sanctum, laughed heartily. 

“I cross-examined the Mormon,” contin- 
wed the Mayor, ‘and then toid him he 
would please excuse us, but Mormonism 
wouldn’t go in St. Louis; 1 wouldn't have 
it. I asked him all about his church and 
he tokl me. Now, one wife is enough for 
any man. 

“These fellows claim that theirs is the 
only church. They say that if you follow 
their belief and do as their rules and by- 
laws say, you will go straight to heaven.
